Hitler Is Greatest 
Menace To Peace 
|ûi Modem World 

People's Fomm Addresséd 
By Sherwood Eddy Yes- 
terday Afternoon 

ATROQTIES PREVAIL 

German Dictator Retains 
Popularity At Home Des- 
pite Persecutions , 

That Hitler is the most dangerous 
man in the world today and the 
greatest tlireat to v/ar was the opinion 
expressed by Sherwood Eddy in Ws 
address before the Peoples Forum yes- 
terday afternoon on the "Menace of 
Hltleriim in Oermany." . 

'Despite the Mediaeval atrocities 
which Hitler has been committing 
against the Jews, Communists and So 
olallsts, nevertheless he has been able 
to unite a greater portion of Oermany 
than has ever been done before. Dr. 
Eddy claimed. He has been able to 
cnthiise t|ie youth of Oermany with 
an almost fanatical spirit of natlbnid' 
ism and in this mianner to aerve as 
the anti-^toxln of the poison of defeat 
and despair which pervaded ;Germany 
before he came to ppwer. 

' Mot 'Beady .iw. War ' ' ' 

In :q>lte of thr'bicoied persecution 
being .euTled'on' by;^ 'the.'clumMs 
are. that he will not ipltm^ 
into war. Dr.- Hddy. explained. : " No 
country in Éuro|ië - today is quite ready 
for war, but,- the speaker cautioned, 
neither were •they in 1914. There if, 
however, the possibility that Hitler 
,^iU^eam some lesson^ Juist as Mufuo 
lliu^hls'^done and will turn to taik .of 
peace.'"' 

The . eurprUhig thing in Oermany 
liaa been the lack of opposition to ttie 
actions of Hitler. The only effective 
4>ppoBltion; has lieen carrieid on- by 3000 
pi<6^tant' ministers who find the out- 
iMk.of .^the:chuich,in the land of Mar-

The N.B.A. !he 
classed as ilà;experlment in lllièrty.ahd 
democracy i^ithout justice wiuie .be 
described the actions of ' the U.S.S.R. 
as being .an expeilment for Justice 
without.libérty, ' 

We are oh; thèithteshold of a ^new 
era the speaker, continued. The great- 
est transition of all time, is taking 
place. We- shall see greater changes 
in the. n<;xt;-few decades than have 
been .seen in thousands of years. We 
will attain liberty with Justice. We 
will achieve culture.' law: and order, 
moral and spiritual insight, scientific 
achievement; and social justice. - . 

These chainigesr'aro boiind to come, 
the speaker stated. Tiie Bourbons and 
the Romanoffs coiild not see the' ap- 
proaching changes but let it be hoped 
that we will, he concluded, for violence 
wlU lcertalnly be used if necessary to 
promote these ciianges.
